lf a committee named by Presi-J 
dent E. J. Adamson, of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, t-uceeeds in raid­ 
ing enough money to pay expenses 
it will go to Washington, IL C., in 
a few' days in the interest of a gov­ 
ernment aviation camp for Sedalia.

will 
take 
around .$600 to send these four gen­ 
tlemen to W ashington and bring 
them back. 
M. Chasnoff started 
out im mediately after the meeting 
to get the money. 
There 
were 
broad 
differences 
among the citizens regarding the 
situation. 
Discussion of what was 
best to do took up the hour's ses­ 
sion. 
It is not definitely known 
that the state fair 
grounds 
and 
buildings can 
be 
secured. 
Some 
said the government 
would 
take 
them over in an emergency. Others 
wanted to wait until some word 
could be received from Washington 
to ascertain just how the matter 
stood. 
The proposition has been 
dormant for several 
days, 
which 
left the minds of some of the citi­ 
zens in a confused state. 
They all 
were settled on the on** point, how 
ever, t h a t a committee .should be 
sent. 
W ho would make up its per­ 
sonnel and whether to send it r ight 
away was freely discussed. Names

previous m ilitary 
experience and are not now in aer 
v ice. Previous m ilitary experience 
was one of the first qualifications 
for the first camp, and consequent­ 
ly eliminated a great 
number of 
promising young men who would 
have !>♦ en glad of the opportunity 
lo train for an officer’s berth in 
the new national army. 
These men are now given their 
chance. 
The 
war department, in 
H o no uring its plans for the sec 
end ramp, which opens August 2^, 
em phasize the fact that previous 
m ilitary training is not a require 
ment. Even those who have had

preference. For it

ago. 
As a result of the patriotic 
and earnest endeavor of the rail­ 
road officials and the coal opera­ 
tors and representatives of mine 
workers who have volunteered their 
services to the federal government 
in this emergency, production has 
been speeded up within the last few 
months and the output of soft coal 
which in May exceeded all previous 
records, was surpassed in June.
